Church's anticipation of human problems, and the compre- 
hensiveness of the Catholic solutions. 

A Socialist criticizes organized charities because of 
their soullessness; because they are maintained by paid 
workers who come and go with the fluctuations of wages. 
The Catholic can point to Catholic organized charities con- 
ducted by nuns, whose main interests are their own souls 
and the souls of others, and who are protected by bishops 
and alért to the whole spiritual problem of society. The 
Catholic knows that Catholic organized charities do not 
depend on salaried workers, that the nuns are at their work 
yéar in and year out, no matter what financial conditions 
May be. 

We read and hear enthusiasts on Democracy glorifying 
Rousseau'’s doctrine. We know that the end of it is the 
tyranny of communism, but that the true foundations of 
abiding democracy are in the teachings of St. Paul, St. 
Augustine, St. Thomas, Bellarmine and Suarez. 

Every day we read of the schemes of the advocates of 
world peace. His Holiness, the Pope, encourages them, but 
we know that the ultimate sanction against war must be 
moral, and that the Pope alone can give the ultimate moral 
decision. The nations do not turn to him, but they must, if 
théy are to have peace. 

Sex troubles the world’s psychologists, eugénists, evo- 
lutionists. We recognize in the prudence of Catholic peo- 
ples in their care of women and their plans for marriage 
more practical knowledge of heredity than ali the faddists 
in the universities. We know that there is no sanity on sex 
éxcept where there is sanctity, and that the kind of sanctity 
that is sane on sex is not to be found outside the Catholic 
Church. 

Psychologists and psychoanalysts discuss their modern 
discoveries and we turn our pages back to the instructions 
to confessors on the moral law, and to advice given by the 
great monastic writers of the Church, the ascetics, who were 
the greatest observers of emotional phenomena.

JOSHUA—The Boy General 


EMEMBER we told 
you last week that the 
Israelites were in 
Egyptian slavery 
. fai when Moses was ap- 
pointed by the Al- 
| mighty God to lead 
'His Chosen People to the prom- 
ised land. After God had sent 
the plagues on the Egyptians, 
they gave the Israelites gold and 
silver and told them to go free. 
On their journey, following 
| Moses, God worked many mir- 
‘acles to feed His people and even 
‘drew water from the solid rock 
to give them drink. As they 
‘marched on, they had to pass 
‘through dangerous countries of 
‘wild tribes. When they entered 
the land of the Amalekites, and 
met those wild people, the Israe- 
lites realized they had not been 
‘trained to fight in war. 
| Moses called one of his young 
‘men, a brave and courageous 
leader named Joshua, and ord- 
ered him to lead the people into 
battle. Meanwhile Moses, with 
|Aaron and Hur, went to a high
